Murphy Returns To Lay The Law At Suburbs 


Ken Murphy returned to the Victorian 
Premier League recently when he replaced 
Kon Pappas as coach at Western Suburbs. 
The last time the former Socceroo graced 
the Foxtel Cup was when he was in charge 
of the high flying Altona Magic, leading 
the club to regular finals appearances. 

The reign at Paisley Park came to 
a surprising end midway through the 2006 
season. Around the same time Kingston City’s 
VPL bubble was about to burst, and not one 
to be away from the game too long, Murphy 
was snapped up, with a mission to steer the 
South Eastern club away from relegation 
danger. 

However with the club entrenched 
deep in a relegation battle, the damaged had 
already been done (the appointment was made 
with only five rounds left), and Murphy was 
unable to avoid the club’s brief two year stint 
in Victoria’s top flight coming to a grinding 
halt. 

The next season Murphy found 
himself dropping a couple of divisions to take 
over at State League side, North Caulfield. 
It appeared like Murphy’s magic touch had 
deserted him as North Caulfield managed one 
win all season and the club also experienced 
relegation to the next division. 

Now back in the “big time” of the 
VPL, Murphy is once again faced with yet 
another relegation battle on his hands. But 
this time he feels better prepared than the 
other two recent experiences. 

Asked how it was all going since 
being appointed at Suburbs, Murphy said, 
“I’m actually enjoying it and it feels good to 
be working with ambitious players again who 
have elite level skill.” 

What about his time at Kingston 
and North Caulfield? “Kingston was a 
disappointment because it was a club in 
decline. It had nothing to do with the coaching 
or the playing staff, but rather the problems 
stemmed from the main core of the club’s 
administration. I left Magic due to certain 
indifferences, and the opportunity to coach 
at Kingston arose. I thought it was good 
opportunity at the time, but I wasn’t aware 
how dire the situation was until I got there. 
If they don’t manage to stop the decline at 
Kingston then they’re going to end up in the 
Second Division fairly quickly.” 

“North Caulfield never quite worked 
out how I envisaged. They’ re the biggest club 
representing the Jewish community and I 
thought they could have beena bit ofa sleeping 
giant, but surprisingly the infrastructure is 
quite minor and they’re actually a quite a 
small club within the broader interests of the 
community.” 

What were the main differences 
then between coaching players at a Premier 
League club to one in the Second Division? 
“In the Premier League you’re basically 
working with players who want to make a 
career out of football and therefore they’re 
totally committed. They really put a big effort 
in because they want to make a living out of

playing. Players in the lower tiers aren’t quite 
so ambitious, some ofthemare but the majority 
are purely amateurs. I think the players in the 
VPL are actually of a pretty decent standard 
and we probably don’t give enough credit 
for that. I just think the administration is 
lacking big time which contributes to the 
factor. Clubs themselves also can’t get their 
act together and it’s unfortunate that players 
are still getting wages that aren’t much more 
than when I was playing twenty years ago. 
The FFV are a magnificent administration 
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body covering everything from juniors to 
women’s to the Premier league, but what they 
actually do for the Premier League is minor 
— it’s pretty ordinary. It’s obvious they’ re not 
interested and the prize money reflects that. I 
think they’ re relying on someone from within 
the wider community to step in and spend a 
bit of money on the competition. The playing 
facilities are rubbish and I think the level of 
wages we’re seeing at the moment is crap.” 
Murphy went on to add, “People 
wonder why the game is not going ahead,

but if they want the players to improve then 
they’ve got to improve their side of it too. I 
had a friend of mine come out from Scotland 
for a visit three years ago and he couldn’t 
believe the facilities we had. He mentioned 
that compared to even some of the equivalent 
venues they had back in Scotland, ours were 
like toilet blocks.” 

“T think when you look back, history will 
judge the people involved. You look at 
some of the clubs and the state of which 
they’re in and they haven’t changed one iota 
in the past twenty years. Whether or not it’s 
because they haven’t managed to get the 
local government or council on side, but it 
appears the clubs are no better off than when 
they were then. It is such a shame because 
there’s so much potential there. Instead clubs 
are being allowed to rust away. By now, all 
clubs should have 3,000 all seater stadiums. 
You need to have a nice stage to put a show 
on and attract an audience. You can’t have 
people standing on the street corner trying to 
attract spectators in.” 

Speaking of survival I asked if he 
thought Western Suburbs were up to the 
task of avoiding relegation, Murphy replied, 
”At the moment there’s probably five teams 
fighting to stay clear of the bottom four. With 
a bit of luck we might be able to pull South 
Melbourne back. They’re not that far ahead 
that they can’t be dragged back. Also, there 
are still rumours around that the AIS are not 
guaranteed a place in next year’s competition, 
so it might even be that only three teams go 
down as well.” 

“T think we’ve got a solid playing 
list and we’ve got a realistic chance of getting 
out of it. All of our results have been terribly 
close, although last week’s loss to Fawkner 
dropped us in the mire a bit, but we’re not too 
far off what we’re capable of. If we can hold 
it defensively then we can beat any team. 
We should have beaten Green Gully and we 
should have got the points against Melbourne 
Knights. It’s a matter of time of bringing it 
together each week.” 

In a bid to bolster the squad for 
the second half of the season newcomers 
to Ralph Reserve include forward Serkan 
Okzus (Coburg), midfielders Igor Krahpko 
(returns from Cannons) and Nick Tolios 
(Kingston), and goalkeeper Manny Pappas 
from Doncaster Rovers. Oksuz has already 
scored two goals in three games since joining 
Murphy’s new team. 

While other clubs sitting periously 
close to the relegation zone have also 
experienced coaching chancges lately, 
Western Suburbs appear to be the big 
improvers of late. Although written off by 
some critics, they are already showing the 
same characteristics that helped them surprise 
many pundits and maintain their VPL status 
after being in a similar situation last year.

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2007 Foxtel Cup Championship winning 
coach Goran Lozanovski resigned from 
the Preston Lions job and took over almost 
24 hours later at Coburg United. 

Last week’s 0-4 loss, to Whittlesea Zebras 
in a replay of last year’s grand final, was 
the straw that broke the camel’s back in a 
year that has seen the reigning champs face 
a massive exodus on the field and financial 
strain off the pitch. 

Lozanovski follows the path of seven other 
members of last year’s triumphant grand final 
team that have now departed from what once 
used to be the fortress of Connor Reserve. 
With the club reportedly over $400,000 in 
debt and hovering in the relegation zone, 
it’s a stark contrast of fortunes the club is 
experiencing, compared to less than twelve 
months ago. 

The Lions have moved swiftly to appoint 
John Markovski in the hope of reversing its 
plight and turning its season around. Like 
Lozanovski, Markovski is a former Socceroo 
and Lions player, and has also coached the 
Lions to a VPL championship — Markovski 
doing the trick in 2002 when it beat Fawkner 
Blues 2-1 in the grand final. 

Speaking to Goal! Weekly, Lazonovski 
said, “It was one of those things that kind 
of happened in the space of 24-48 hours. To 
be honest, I was considering not coaching 
for the rest of the year, but after having a 
chat with Coburg and hearing what their 
ambitions were and what they want to do in 
the future, I actually changed my mind and 
decided to withhold from taking a break.” 
Lozanovski went on to add, “I’d probably 
been thinking about resigning for the last 
couple of weeks. The main reason was that 
it was getting harder to sign a few players, 
and on top of that I was getting a bit stale. 
I thought the club was probably due for a 
change. I just found it harder to motivate the 
players to perform a bit better, so I decided 
to step down. 

Asked how he felt coaching his new team

against Oakleigh on Friday night, Lozanovsk1 
replied, “It was difficult. I’ve only had one 
session with Coburg and obviously I need 
to get to know the players a bit better and 
try and get the best out of them. They’re 
definitely not in a position that reflects the 
potential and strength of the squad. However 
with all the changes that have gone on it 
might take us a couple of weeks to get things 
running.” 

Lozanovski replaces Joe Montemurro, who 

resigned from the Coburg post after it went 
down 2-3 to South Melbourne. 
Joe Montemurro echoed some _ of 
Lozanovski’s sentiments, “I just felt like I 
did all I could. The boys had big ambitions 
this year after gaining promotion and we 
took it to a certain point, but things weren’t 
happening as I would have preferred. I felt 
that it was best for the club and best for 
myself, to have a fresh approach that could 
spark them into gear.” 


He went on to add, “It’s been a great 
experience to be involved with a club like 
Coburg United. They’re definitely a club 
that have ambitions to go places and they 
deserve every success they aspire to. Goran’s 
obviously a championship winning coach 
and I wish him the very best.” 

Asked what he intends to do now that 
he’s surrendered his role with Coburg 
Montemurro replied, “I’m just enjoying 
having the weekend off at the moment. [ll 
probably sign up for a subscription with 
Setanta for the next few weeks and help 
myself to loads of coffee”, cheekily referring 
to the Euro Championships commencing on 
the weekend. 

The resignations of Lozanovski and 
Montemurro, now brings the tally to six 
coaching changes in the Foxtel Cup so far 
this year.

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In a tense round sixteen clash at Jack 
Edwards Reserve, the Oakleigh Cannons 
have prevailed 2-1 against a Coburg team 
under new coach Goran _ Lozanovski, 
following the release of former boss Joe 
Montemurro. 

In a very scrappy opening, the game 
consisted of a vast amount of turnovers and 
fierce battling in the middle of the park. Coburg 
was first to put the ball down on the deck and 
begin some constructive play, through the 
likes of usual ball players Ross Thompson, 
Tansel Baser, and the silky smooth Anthony 
Magnacca. 

Despite this early sign of Coburg 
taking the game to the Cannons it was in 
fact Oakleigh who had the first real chance 
of the match on the 16th minute, through 
centre back Stelios Drakos, failing to latch 
onto a brilliantly floated in free kick by Bill 
Damianos. 

Coburg continued to show their 
presence, dictating a much greater proportion 
of the game. However, they just failed to 
possess that cutting edge in the front third, 
where their final ball often let them down, 
as the Oakleigh defence stayed strong to 
breakdown numerous attacks. 

Against the odds it was the Oakleigh 
Cannons who took an undeserved lead into 
half time, following a large bomb up the field 
by goalkeeper Adrian Cagalj finding the head 
of target man Milos Lujic, who managed to 
slip in Frankie Lagana. Lagana took a touch to 
evade himself from the oncoming challenge 
and smashed home his ninth goal of the season 
past Tomas Kovar at his far post. Lagana’s 
prolific form this season however, copped a 
major blow, receiving his marching orders 
with a straight red card for a high elbow in the 
Coburg United box, on the stroke of halftime. 

Into the second 45 minutes it was 
simply more of the same by Coburg, pressing 
deep into the Cannon’s half yet unable to be 
rewarded for their dominance of possession 
and one-man advantage. 

The first chance of the second period 
fell to Tansel Baser in the 58th minute. Baser 
managed to bring the ball down from a well 
whipped in corner by Anthony Magnacca, 
only for his attempt from a few yards out 
to be fantastically blocked by the desperate 
defending of the Oakleigh Cannons. 

Following this anxious defending, 
it was the Cannons who charged down the 
ground through forward Milos Lujic who 
nearly caught out keeper Tomas Kovar with a 
well-blasted strike just wide of the mark. 

Although Coburg sustained almost 
absolute dictation of the proceedings, the 
few spouts of Oakleigh going forward on the 
counter attack, through outlet Bill Damianos 
and Milos Lujic, looked a greater chance of 
putting a score on the board.

Coburg almost levelled the game up 
in the 69th minute. Some fantastic work by 
Brett Gilmour down the right hand flank saw 
him deliver a penetrating ball across the face 
of goal, with no Coburg player able to make a 
clear connection with the goal at their mercy.

Transfer Tribulations Rock Formative Years 


In 2008 the Socceroos are in the midst 
of their attempt to qualify for the 2010 
FIFA World Cup in South Africa. 

The Football Federation of Australia, 
having just hosted the FIFA Congress in 
Sydney, plans to continue with a bid to 
host the tournament in 2018. 

So relations with FIFA are probably better 
than they have ever been and Frank Lowy 
deserves a great deal of credit for that state 
of affairs. 

But things were not always so smooth. 
Australia’s membership of the world 
governing body was suspended between 
April 1960 and July 1963 because of a 
dispute over transfer fees. Australian clubs 
were only just becoming semi-professional 
organisations and they were attracting a 
number of top class players from Austria, 
Holland and Malta in particular. The 
football authorities in these countries 
wanted compensation for agreeing to 
transfer the registration of their stars, 
while the Australians said the players were 
migrants to Australia and were coming 
here to live so they should not have pay 

to play what was still largely an amateur 
game, at least in terms of its organisation. 
Though that was to change between 1958

Hungary and FK Austria from Vienna to 
come down under. 

FK Austria brought several international 
players and the squad was a very powerful 
one. It included Julius Ondriecska, 

Oscar Fischer, Franz Swoboda, Walter 
Tamandl, Karl Kowanz, Hans Loser, Imre 
Mathesz, Alfred Malik, Horst Nemec, Leo 
Baumgartner, Rudolf Sabetzer, Karol Jaros 
and Tibor Szalay. FK Austria played 11 
games losing two. One was to Australia 

in Wallsend and the other to Ferencvaros. 
It was reported at the time that the club 
had lost £5,000 on the tour. In the next 
two years several of Austria’s best players 
including Leo Baumgartner, ‘the little 
professor of soccer’, Karol Jaros, Walter 
Tamandl, Shagi (originally from Hungary) 
and Schwarz emigrated to Australia 
without clearances and no transfer fees 
paid, so insult was added to injury. 

In Sydney, Prague and Hakoah signed 

up these migrants, while in Victoria, 
Wilhelmina, later Ringwood Wilhelmina 
and then Ringwood United, attracted 

a number of top class Dutch players 
including Mike de Bruyckere. Prague won 
the NSW State League in 1961 and 1963. 
Wilhelmina came out on top in Victoria in 
1959. Baumgartner became the superstar 
of his day, leading Prague for a couple of 
seasons and representing Australia against 
Everton in 1964. He went on to play for 
APIA and Hakoah (Sydney) and later 
coached Yugal to a New South Wales state 
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title in 1970. 

The suspension by FIFA coincided with 

a breakaway by the leading clubs from 
the amateur soccer associations which 
controlled the game, first in New South 
Wales, then Victoria and the rest of 
Australia. In Victoria, there was what 
was described as a ‘popularity contest’ 

as the rival organisations ran matches 

in opposition to each other at the 
Showgrounds and Olympic Park. The 
Victorian Soccer Federation came out on 
top and in 1962 joined the new Australian 
Soccer Federation. 

It took more than a year and several visits 
by Australian representatives to negotiate 
a financial payment to FIFA to compensate 
the European countries. Sir William 
Walkley of the Ampol Petrol Company 
became president of the ASF and it is 
said he helped underwrite a settlement 

in which £18,500 was paid to FIFA. The 
suspension of Australia’s membership was 
ended in July 1963 and visits by touring 
teams could resume. Here in Australia the 
new structure controlled by the leading 
clubs in each state helped give the game 
an initial boost but eventually became a 
major problem as the focus switched from 
the state to the national level. But that is 
another story. 
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Baumgartner the King of Soccer. Soccer News, 2 April 1960. 
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Returning from an enforced lay-off, the 
WPL was back in action this weekend, 
with an abbreviated Round 12. It was the 
first opportunity for teams to face familiar 
opposition, as the competition enters the 
second half of the season. The round was 
curtailed by the postponement of two 
matches, due to the involvement of GSL 
and Bendigo in the country championships, 
with four matches still taking place. It 
proved a good day for the away teams, 
with Preston, Ashburton and Box Hill all 
recording victories on the road. 

Preston Lions picked up its second 
victory in succession, as it edged out Keilor 
Park 3-2 in a thriller at Keilor Park Reserve 
on Sunday afternoon. The visiting side gained 
the ascendancy in the first half, scoring one 
unanswered goal to go into the interval with 
a slender advantage. The second half was 
something of a goal fest, with four further 
goals being scored, two from each side. Tijen 
Hussein scored both for the home side, with 
Peta Lipec grabbing a pair, and Sarah Lovett 
one for Preston. The result lifts Preston to third 
on the ladder, although whether it maintains 
that position by the end of the round will 
depend the evening match between Eltham 
and Sandringham. Keilor Park remains ninth 
on the ladder following this, its seventh, defeat 
of the season. 

Ashburton consolidated second 
position on the ladder, and maintained its 
unbeaten run to the halfway stage of the 
season, with a 3-0 victory over Casey Comets 
at Comets Stadium on Sunday. The game 
was anyone’s at half time, with neither side 
having been able to find the net, but that all 
changed after half time. Ashburton stepped 
up the pressure and scored three unanswered 
goals, with Gulcan Koca, Cindy Dussoye 
and Christine Pfeiffer all on target for the 
visiting side.

With Greece’s surprise package status now 
relinquished, and opposition more wary of 
their giant-killing abilities, it paves the way 
for another underdog to emerge in their 
footsteps. 
In the search for a new tournament underdog, 
co-host Austria can be safely ruled out. 
The side’s ultimate aim is to ‘survive’ the 
group stage by avoiding embarrassment 
against their Group B opposition; Germany, 
Poland and Croatia. 
At 92 on the FIFA World Rankings behind 
Mozambique, New Zealand and Guatemala, 
it is no surprise that Austrian fans wanted 
their national team withdrawn prior to the 
tournament to avoid humiliation. 
Receiving automatic qualification as hosts, 
Austria’s preparation for the tournament 
involved 11 friendlies, of which they lost 
nine, drew one and surprisingly achieved a 
3-2 result against the Ivory Coast. 
Ten of the 11 matches were played in Austria 
which suggests the host country can hardly 
boast home ground advantage and they will 
surely provide ‘cannon fodder’ for the likes 
of Germany in their debut tournament. 
Romania, on the other hand, may prove to be 
a likely candidate to adopt Greece’s former 
underdog status. 
The side is appearing in its first competitive

BILIC: WE CAN 
GO A LONG WAY 


Croatia can go a long way at Euro 2008 
despite their leading striker Arsenal’s 
Eduardo having to miss the tournament 
because of a dreadful injury claimed their 
coach Slaven Bilic on Saturday. 

Bilic, 39, admitted the loss of 
the Brazil-born Eduardo, who suffered a 
compound fracture of the left leg following

“We have a team and players that 
are capable of making up for his absence, 
whether individually or together. 

“We can go a long way. We are not 
even thinking of the second match.

Not as a team, because 
we were a young country, but individually, 
with players who were accustomed to

Another side that may emerge from the 
tournament as outsiders is Guus Hiddink’s 
newly adopted Russia. 

After parting with Australia after the 2006 
World Cup, Hiddink’s aim has was to qualify 
for Euro 2008 in a tough group that included 
England and Croatia.

Having guided South Korea to a semi-final 
place in 2002 and Australia to the quarters in 
2006, Hiddink will be relishing the underdog 
tag, and if there is one man to secure a first- 
ever second-round appearance in Russia’s 
history, its Guus Hiddink. 

While Russia and Romania await their 
chance to emulate Greece’s 2004 triumph, 
Group A kicked off the tournament Sunday 
morning (AEST). 

After an intriguing opening ceremony in 
Basel, which saw skiers, cows, mountain 
scenes and waltzes encapsulated the alpine 
characteristics of the host nations, it was 
down to business.

He could fool referees, just 
by shaving his moustache before a game, 
and have it grown back by the second half. 
The number he did on Maradona (fat freak) 
in the 1982 World Cup places him above 
Vinnie Jones in the hard nut claim for central 
defender. Kevin Keegan once walked past 
him to accept an award and Gentile tripped 
him. As Keegan got up he whispered, “If I 
had been marking you, you’d never win any 
award.”

Top of the table on goal difference 
only with 25 points are MetroStars coached 
by Mike Barnett, returning to their formal 
glory of 3 years back.

A midfield of Louis Brain, Jim Stavrides and 
Michael Pirone all new signings this year add 
to the pool of talent that is within MetroStars 
along with a few young guns in Andrew 
Ciarla and Paul Blefari turning it on. Barnett 
commented, “The next few weeks will decide 
where we finish but we are going along quietly 
and working the boys hard.” Round 11 will 
see the crunch match where MetroStars take 
on their counterparts Adelaide City, the team 
wanting the championship the most to take the 
win here. 

Sitting in 2nd spot on equal points 
are Adelaide City, Super League Champions 
for the last 3 years still producing the goods. A 
relatively unchanged side hence maintaining 
it’s strength and consistency, with the 
exception of Adriano Pellegrino who went to 
MetroStars and subsequently signed for Perth 
Glory on a | year contract. They too have 8 
wins, | draw and | loss but with the highest 
goal tally of 21 goals.

busy. At the other end, Damian Mori is the 
goal scorer extraordinaire; the man who reads 
the game like no other, in just the right place 
at just the right time to bag the goals! A great 
finisher of the ball, one can almost guarantee 
he’ll score each time he takes to the park, 
and he does all this while he’s coaching the 
side, an amazing feat in anyone’s terms. More 
amazing defenders Keegan Nash, Jordan 
D’Arsie, Captain Paul Pezos and ex A-Leaguer 
Kristian Rees (Wellington Phoenix), who like 
cream have been rising to the top. The terrific 
twosome of Nick Budin and Fred Agius have 
been causing absolute havoc as they rampage 
around the midfield with unbelievable freedom 
and create scoring opportunities. Newcomer 
Evan Gooding (Adelaide Galaxy) has slipped 
in rather well, his tough hard working style a 
great addition. 

Three teams sit on 15 points in 3rd, 
4th and 5th positions.

Expect more 
from this team as they wait to sign up ex-

Adelaide Galaxy in 4th place were 
stripped to bare minimum with 13 new 
signings this season along with new coach 
Carl Maynard to rebuild the side. A team 
basically given no chance at all by punters, 
they have gone against all odds with an 
impressive start to the season, playing some 
top quality football. The only club that has yet 
to register a draw with 5 wins and 5 losses, it 
has been forced to field a very young side, but 
mixed with key players like loyal Captain Paul 
Karittevlis and Eli Vlassis, new signings Steve 
DeGionvanniello and Claus Christophersen

Moving to 7th place is Para Hills 
Knights, last on the ladder only a few weeks 
ago. A team brimming with young talent, 
their start to the season is one they would 
rather forget. Recent games have produced 
some exciting football, with star striker 
Mark Mulady looking like his old self again 
slamming away the goals. Stephen Stam 
up front has had opportunities but unlucky 
not to have more goals to his name. Keeper 
James McKee has performed solidly, as has 
Michael Greco and Aaron Goulding in the 
back. Most impressive have been young 
duo midfielder Michael Marrone (AIS) and 
defender Matthew Marchioro playing above 
themselves with maturity and great composure 
on the ball. Coach Rob Ditroia said, “After 
winning the pre-season Cup the club set itself 
high expectations for the year. Hopefully after 
our slow start, we can have a better second 
round of the season.” Watch this space as 
final negotiations are taking place to secure ex 
Adelaide United player Bobby Petta to give 
the side some top quality experience. 

Surprise package Modbury Jets 
has had an admirable start to their football 
season playing better than expected. A side 
that produce a very hard hitting tough style of 
football, they are determined till the very end 
but can be found wanting at times. Midfielders 
Matty Kelly and David Crowl have stood up 
and put in some almighty performances, but 
Captain Nathan Day has been inspirational 
in his transformation from striker to sweeper, 
leading by example each and every week, 
with the added flexibility of being able to 
be thrown back up front when more strike 
power is needed. Asked about the season so 
far Coach Duane Gray said, “We started the 
season off well and our overall form has been 
above average.

Raiders have had a disappointing 
start to their 2008 season, racking up 5 draws 
in the process, with only the | lonely win, 
but should be producing more from the side 
that finished 2nd last year.

In the clash between first and fourth at 
Seymour Shaw Park, Sutherland survived 
some awkward moments in the first half and 
early in the second to run out clear winners, 
thanks to two well-taken goals by the highly 
promising Brendan Gan, and a fine team goal 
finished off by Brad Boardman. 

Olympic had the better of the early 
exchanges, and Chris Triantis, a revelation 
in Olympic’s midfield this season, had his 
shot tipped around the post by an alert Phil 
Zabaks after only two minutes. 

Out of the blue, the home side 
opening the scoring on 15 minutes. A long 
ball out of defence fell nicely for Brendan 
Gan, advancing from midfield in his typical 
style; controlling the ball efficiently, he 
thrust past Nathan Sherlock and Michael 
Cindric before thumping a right-footed shot 
past Michael Herbert in the Olympic goal.

This pre-season promises to be one of the 
most intense transfer periods yet and already 
it looks set to be dominated by Cristiano 
Ronaldo. Speculation linking him to Real 
Madrid has been rife for years but it seemed 
to take a step closer to reality this week when 
Ronaldo himself admitted he wanted to go to 
the Bernabeu. 

If all reports are to be believed Real are 
prepared to break all records by offering as 
much as £75 million and offering Ronaldo 
a contract of £200,000 a week. To his credit 
Ronaldo hasn’t even bothered trying to deny 
money isn’t a factor in his decision. In fact 
he has even had the honesty to admit it is the 
contributing factor: “I want to play for Real 
Madrid, but only if it is true they are eager 
to pay me and Manchester United what they 
have been saying they will.” 

But with a four-year contract still 
tying Ronaldo to Old Trafford, Man U are 
under no obligation to sell just yet. The stage 
is set for a fierce confrontation between two 
clubs aspiring to be the best in Europe. 

Despite disappointing results in Europe of 
late, Real Madrid still pride themselves as 
the club of the Galacticos: the club of the 
very best of the best. If they want a player, 
they’ll get him. But failure to sign Ronaldo 
would be admission that some players are out 
of their grasp. 

Having just won Champions League, 
Manchester Untied are hoping to consolidate 
and further cement their position as the 
best club in Europe for the long term. A 
big part of that plan is keeping the current 
team together, and no component is bigger 
and more important than Ronaldo. Losing 
him would be devastating for Manchester 
United’s long-term ambitions.

Fluminense In Final 


Brazilian side Fluminense have reached 
the final of the Copa Libertadores for the 
first time.

Bilic: We Can Win It 


Croatia can win the Euro 2008 title claimed 
their highly-rated young coach Slaven Bilic. 
The 39-year-old former distinguished central 
defender admitted there were the usual 
favourites such as Germany and Italy but 
that his young squad had nothing to fear 
and had the potential to go farther than their 
predecessors in 1996 and 2004, with the 
former reaching the quarter-finals. 

“| believe that we are strong enough to take 
the title,” said Bilic, who is even more deeply 
involved in the campaign as he wrote their 
Euro 2008 song ‘Fiery Madness’ which he 
also recorded with his band ‘Rawbau’, for 
whom he plays guitar. 

“The team is both good and solid, we qualified 
for Euro from one of the more difficult groups 
and we most notably of all beat England on 
two occasions during the qualifiers. 

“On paper, there are as usual the same 
favourites: Germany, France and Italy. You 
could also include Spain and Holland. And 
the English too would have also been among 
the favourites...if they had qualified,” added 
Bilic, who became a football idol in Croatia 
when despite a fractured hip he played in 
every match of their 1998 World Cup finals 
campaign where they reached the semi-finals 
losing to eventual champions France. 


But at the end of the day, it could 
all come down to money. £75 million is an 
obscene amount of money and despite all 
their protests it is hard to believe the powers 
that be at Old Trafford haven’t at least 
paused to think about it. In particular Man 
U’s American owner Malcolm Glazer would 
have cast a glance at the club’s mounting 
debts and is possibly seeing a way to slash 
them in one deal. 


RIP Gretna FC 

The plug was finally 
pulled on Gretna 
this week, with the 
club resigning from 
the Scottish football 
league. Gretna’ sorry 
story should act as 
a warning to all the 
other clubs in Europe 
who are spending well 
out of their means. 
Gretna’s demise came 
in the same week that 
UEFA President Michel 
Platini accused clubs 
that mounted massive 
debts to buy success 
as “cheats”. Of course 
Platini was aiming his 
criticism at clubs like 
Manchester United and

he had a ready example of how much folly 
could go seriously wrong. 

If Gretna had kept their books balanced 
and their ambitions modest when they joined 
the Scottish Third Division in 2002, they’d 
still be around today to enjoy it. They would 
never have won three promotions in three 
seasons, or made it to the Scottish Cup final 


Donadoni Signs Contract 
With just days to go before Euro 2008 kicks 
off in Austria and Switzerland, Italy coach 
Roberto Donadoni finally put his signature 
to a new contract that will keep him in his 
role until after the next World Cup. 

The Italian federation (FIGC) had 
announced that Donadoni had agreed 
terms on a new contract to 2010 back on 
May 20, when the Euro 2008 squad was 
announced, but all that was missing was 
his actual signature. 

Donadoni’s contract situation - his 
previous deal was due to run out after this 
tournament - had been a topic of much 
debate in Italy before the finals. 

He had turned down a previous offer that 
was conditional on his team reaching at 
least the semi-finals here. 


But now everything that is sorted out, the 
news should come as a boost just two 
days after the blow of losing captain Fabio 
Cannavaro with ankle ligament damage.
